S I R : FAYETTEY1LLE IS NO 


MORE !—This morning the sun rose 
upon us in its beauty, and with glad- 
dened hearts %ve flocked to the church- 
es of our God. 
Now we are in ruin.-;. 


But two stores of all that this -place 
contained are standing. The rest arc 
entirely consumed. Nothing but slacks 
of tottering chiminea remain 
lo tell 


what we once were. 


Except in the outskirts of the town, 


and in those streets which arc a little 
oil' from the centre of the village, not a 
dwelling 
house remains. 
All 
ihe 


churches, w i t h the exception of the 
Methodist, which is distant from the 
centre of the town, are destroyed.—• 
The academy, the two splendid hotels, 
our printing offices, the two Banks, the 
old Slate house, every apothecary's 
shop, and some of our mills, are all in 
ashes. 


The fire communicated, (it is suppo- 


sed.) from a chimney, precisely in the 
centre of our village, and spread with 
inconceivable rapidity through every 
street. 
It was just after the congrega- 


tion had been dismissed, about half 
past 12 o'clock, when the lire was first 
discovered, and in less than one hour 
and a half, cur village was literally a 
"sea of flame.'' 
The goods were con- 


sumed in the streets, the engines were 
burnt al their stands. 
Some who had 


properly removed to a distance in ex- 
pectation of safety were disappointed ; 
loo scon the destroying element reach- 
ed them. 
The churches, though at a 


distance from each otlvr. were soon in 
flames. 
The tall steeple of the Pres- 


byterian 
Church seemed a pyramid 


of fire : for a while it stood firm, soon 
the be.1! descended with a crash—the 
steeple trembled, tottered, and fell.— 
The Episcopal Church, which appa- 
rently caught ut the same lime, was 
soon in ashes. 


As I wandered through the outskirts 


of the place, to administer relief .so far 
as possible to the distressed, my heart 
sunk w i t h i n me. 
The sick were borne 


out of their houses, and were lying in 
pallets in the street. 
Others, faint and 


exhaus'-ecl. were reclining on the beds 
which had been thrown out. 
Every 


moment our ears were btunned with 
the explosion of powder to demolish 
the buildings which might stay the 
flames. 
Bui although many were ihus 


levelled, there was not strength to pull 
ihe timbers from the reach of ihe con- 
flagration. 


It is impossible to paint the heart- 


rending scenes which every where oc- 
curred. 
Parents were i n q u i r i n g for 


their children, and children for their 
parents, 
and in every countenance 


reigned despair. 


I have been round the fire in every 


direction, and ihe above statements are 
the result of my own observation.— 
From where I now write. 1 can per- 
ceive, for the extent of nearly half a 
mile, the light which flashes up from 
the smouldering ruins.

The Polish Commander-in-chief.—Gen. 


John Skrxynecki \vas born in G'.ilicia, 
in 1787, and studied at Leopold.— 
When the French armies entered Po- 
land,in 1806, Skrzynecki, then nineteen 
years of age, left his father's house, and 
enlisted in the First regiment of infantry, 
commanded by col. Kasimir Meluchow- 
ski, now general of division, who late- 
ly covered himself with so much glory. 
At the opening of the memorable cam- 
paign of 1809, in the grand duchy of 
Warsaw, under prince Joseph Ponia- 
lowski, Ski'zynecki was raised lo the 
rank of captain in ihe 16th regiment, 
then 
formed by prince 
Constantine 


Czartoryski. 
In the campaign at Mos- 


cow, in 1813, he was appointed chief 
of battalion, and in 1813 and 1814 he 
gave repeated proofs of his lalcin and 
intrepidity. 
It 
was in the 
hollow 


square of his battalion that Napoleon 
took' shelter at Arcissur Aube, when 
the regiments of the young guard gave 
way. 
The Polish soldiers transferred 


the precious cleposite to the French 
corps, which arrived soon after, and 
Skrzynecki charging the enemy under 
the eyes of ihe emperor, beat them back 
with considerable loss. 
Appointed 


knight of the legion of honor, and of 
the military order of Poland, Skrzy- 
necki returned lo his country, wilh Ihe 
remnants of the Polish troops, and ob- 
tained the command of ihe Slh regi- 
ment of infantry, in the second brigade 
of general Jgnacio Blumer, ihe same 
who received eighteen balls through 
his body in the night of ihe 29lh No- 
vember.

i uined by the Russians. 
We subjoin a 


few extracts from late Warsaw papers: 


The Warsaw Gazette of the 26th A- 


pi-il states, in a postscript, the follow- 
ing important news : Yesterday we re- 
ceived the news that General Dwer- 
nicki had obtained a victory over the 
corps of General Rudiger at Luck, on 
the River Slyr, in Volhynia. 
In this 


brilliant affair he took twelve pieces of 
cannon, and a large number of prison- 
ers, among whom it is said is the Rus- 
sian commander. 
A whole pulk of 


Cossacks were drowned in the river, 
and the remainder of the Russian corps 
weie cut to pieces, or put to flight; so 
that Rudiger's corps may be said to be. 
annihilated. 
The details of this bril- 


liant affair are hourly expected. 
The 


journal assigns, as a reason for their 
not having earlier arrived, the inter- 
ruption of the Polish line of communi- 
cation on the right bank of the Vistula. 
owing to the defeat of the other divis- 
ion of the Polish corps of observation 
under Gen. Sierawski, near Wronow. 


The same paper of the 28th contains 


an official report of the Commander in- 
Chief, dated Jambow, 22d, in which he 
gives an account of the defeat of Gen. 
Sierawski, which on the whole, agrees 
with the Russian account, only the loss 
of the Poles is stated at 2000 men ; 
General Sierawski is stated to have 
drawn this disaster on himself, by ex- 
ceeding his instructions, and advancing 
towards Lublin, where the enemy had 
a very superior force. 
With respect 


to the operations of the main army af- 
ter the affdir at Iganie. the General-in- 
Chief says : — "Siedlec might have been 
taken, but the crowded hospitals and 
the contagious disorders prevailing in 
them deterred me : this care was also 
in vain : the disease had communicated 
itself to our troops on our meeting with 
the enemy on the 10th. We have 
some hundreds ill of the cholera mor- 
bus ; the precaution instantly taken will 
prevent the disorder from spreading, 
ar.d from assuming too dangerous a 
character." — "For some days past our 
troops have been making retrogade 
movements towards the Vistula, but 
no action of importance has taken 
place ; only some skirmishes have here 
and there occurred. 
The wounded say 


that our troops took four pieces of can- 
non. 


The whole population of the coun- 


try between the Luviec and the Vistula 
is now repairing; to this side of the riv- 
er. 
Yesterday and to-day long files of 


-women, o!d men, and children, have 
been passing through the streets of 
Warsaw with their few effects, as they 
•will not expose thenibelves for the sec- 
ond time to the horrors of war." — For 
these three days past both our troops 
and the Russians have been in constant 
motion. 
There are daily actions- — 


The day before yesterday, in particu- 
lar, there was a severe action near 
Tv!in.sk. When our Generalissimo late- 
ly issued a proclamation to the army, 
calling on it to persevere in case he 
should be obligee! to execute retrogade 
movements, the Polish nation saw ttl- 
ivady, from these expressions, be was 
preparing for new events and making 
new plans, which are at this moment 
being carried 
into effect. 
Nobody, 


therefore, will wonder that our troops 
approach within a few miles of the cap- 
ital. 


The Foreign Journals received, con- 


tain a large stock of Poli-b news, hut 
of the most contradictory kind, and it 
is impossible to arrive at any salisfac- 
lorv knov. ledge of the actual condition 
of afiVirs bt-uvem ihe contending ar- 
mies from such conflicting statements.

be compelled to abandon them to the 
power of the merciless flames:—a ve- 
ry small portion of any of these articles 
were saved. 
The amount destroyed it 


is difficult to estimate. 
We cannot, un- 


dertake to offer a correct list of the 
houses or even point out the principal 
sufferers. 
It would be infinitely more 


easy, to make a catalogue of those of 
our citizens, who have not suffered.— 
Language is entirely inadequate to the 
description of the sublime, and awful 
scene of Sunday, or to convey an ade- 
quate idea of the appearance of ruin 
and desolation which our town now 
presents. 


If pity was wrung from the iron 


heart of the stern Marius, a disinterest- 
ed foreigner, amid the ruins of Carth- 
age, what must be the feelings of eve- 
ry warm-hearted citizen of the United 
States, and especially of our own State, 
when he shall look upon the melancho- 
ly wreck of our late nourishing village. 
But it is by descending to an inquiry in- 
to individual losses and distresses, that 
our true condition can be best under- 
stood. 
Many who on the morning of 


that day were in the full enjoyment of 
all the ordinary blessings of life, have 
now nothing left to them but the.single 
suit of clothes which they then wore, 
not a morsel in store either of bread or 
of meat, to meet the common demands 
of nature, destitute even of the shelter 
of the rudest hovel from the inclemency 
of ihe climate. 
Nor is this state of pri- 


vation confined to man in the full en- 
joyment of his natural strength and in- 
dependence, but includes all conditions 
of life—the widowed mother bending 
beneath the weight of years and sur- 
rounded by her famishing babes—the 
helpless and unprotected female—the 
sick, the lame, and the aged. Many 
who were in a state of prosperity, now 
find themselves denuded of property, 
and burdened with debts of immense 
magnitude. 


Furnished with the foregoing outline, 


imagination can, from its own resour- 
ces, fill out this picture of wretched- 
ness, with more truth, than by adopt- 
ing the cold suggestions of any recital. 
It seems that those who were best able 
to lose were most successful in saving. 
The Banks were all so fortunate as to 
secure the whole of their money, books, 
and valuable papers, although their 
losses must be great in the destruction 
of real estate, and the entire and par- 
tial prostration of so manv of their 
debtors. 
It is a remarkable circum- 


stance, that sonic money and many 
valuable papers, left in the vaults of the 
two Banks, were taken out after the 
fire uninjured. 


The entire loss of property is estima- 


ted at one million and a half of dollars. 


The great heat of the weather was 


very unfavorable ; the sun's rays had 
heated the roofs of the houses almost to 
inflammation, and rendered l3iem Jit to 
be ignited by the smallest spark ; added 
lo this, was its relaxing and oppressive 
effect upon those engaged in endeavor- 
ing lo extinguish ihe fire, and ihus di- 
minishing their ability nearly one-half. 
A very large proportion of those who

those wlio bad already been worn -clown 
•with exertions lo save their own chat- 
tels. 
But of all the unfavorable cir- 


cumstances none contributed so largely 
to the spread of the fire as ihc ab^encr 
of any wind of sufficient force to impel 
the flames in any one certain coursr, 
\vh5ch would hair concentred the exer- 
tions of the citizens to one point, and 
prevented 'he fire from spreading iti 
other directions-, 


We cannot close this account with- 


out Mating a fjrl which may servo as a 
•warning to other towns. 
In several 


places where the flames were arrest i-d, 
it was ovung entirely to the protection 
afforded by shade trees. 


The National Intelligencer says- 
It is supposed that, by the destnic- 


of the town of Fayelteviile, tlirtc 


South saw twelve hundred of the suffer- 
ers in one body, encamped in the neigh- 
boring woods. These distressing facts 
must appeal irresistibly to every heart 
not made of flint, and prompt even the 
poorest to contribute his mite. 


In three days after the calamity oc- 


curred, funds were liberally contribu- 
ted, and several waggons, loaded with 
provisions, were despatched by the kind 
people of Raleigh to their suffering 
neighbors. 
In Philadelphia, a large 


meeting was held on Monday on the 
subject, and suitable steps adopted to 
obtain contributions.

POLAND. 


Ownpnlion of Rier/lec hy ihe Poles and rt- 
trent of Marshal Dichilsch across the Bug. 


We scarcely know what kind of new 


plan General Diebitsch would decide 
upon, as a fourth scries of operations, 
which the Polish defence obliges him 
to undertake. 
But the news arrived 


this morning affords three extraordina- 
ry facts; the occupation of Siedlec by 
the Polish General Uminski, announ- 
ced in the Official Gazette of Warsaw -, 
the retreat of the left wing of the Rus- 
sians, stationed at Kock, upon Vieprz 
and R a d j i c w ; a n d the retreat of Mar- 
shal Diebitsch himself across the Bug, 
announced by the Warsaw Courier of 
the 19th April- 
Nothing can explain 


these remarkable and serious facts, 
which would decide the freedom of Po- 
land, but the insurrection of the Lithu- 
anians, Volhynians, and even among 
the Russians themselves, which haveo- 
bligecl Diebitsch to march to the assis- 
tance of the empire, menaced with a 
dismemberment by a revolution, which 
appears to extend from Livonia to Po- 
dolia,antl which,perhaps,at thismoment 
disturbs Petersburg itself.—Messenger 
des Chambers, May Ind.

Melancholy -Situation of Poland. 


The new Brezlaw Gazette contains 


the following deplorable account of the 
state of I he Poles, so late as the 2 1st of 
April. 
We find it in the London Stan- 


dard of the evening of May 6, under 
the date of Augsburg, April 29 : — • 


"Travellers from Poland, who have 


lately come from 
Lublin by way of 


Warsaw, cannot find words to describe 
the lamentable condition of that unhap- 
py country. 
The country beyond the 


Vistula, which, for'the last ten weeks, 
has been the theatre of the continual 
marches and counter-marches of the 
hostile armies, is dreadfully devasta- 
ted — the habitations near the roads 
partly demolished — the inhabitants fled 
into ihe forests — the cattle and sheep 
consumed — the little corn used to feed 
the horses and cattle for the use of the 
troops. 
The appearance of Warsaw is 


equally deplorable. 
Though it was 


rejoiced for a few days at the heroic ex- 
ploits of its troops, yet the majority of 
the citizens look with apprehension on 
the unequal conflict, and fear more dis- 
tressing times, as news has been re- 
ceived from all quarters that Count 
Diebitsc h re-commences his official op- 
erations. and having received fresh re- 
inforcements, is approaching Warsaw. 
The streets of the city are put in a 
state to make a most desperate resist- 
ance. 
The inhabitants go about gloo- 


my and reserved, 
or shut themselves 


up in their houses, for the slightest 
doubt in the truth of the reports in the 
newspapers is sufficient to make the 
most respectable citizen to be looked 
on as a spy, and put his life in clanger. 
No equipages are to be seen in the 
streets, that used to be so animated — 
at the most a waggon with military ef- 
fects or wounded. Sicknesses increase, 
and some fears of cholera have been en- 
tertained. 
Trade and manufactures 


are quite suspended ; foreigners enga- 
ged in manufactories endeavor clandes- 
tinely to leave the O'.ninlrv, because they 
are dragged away to serve in the army. 
The. left bank of the Vistula does not 
present so melancholy a prospect, but 
even there scarcely a third of th*- fields 
has been sown, in consequence of the 
failure of the crops last year, and the 
scarcity of good seed com.

It is stated that a- 


bout 80.000 men still remained in the 
environs of Siedlec, but that Marshal 
Diebitsch would receive large reinfoi ce- 
ments from Russia ; and that the F,m- 
peror had resolved on c o n t i n u i n g tin- 
war u n t i l Poland should be reduced to 
submission. 
So long as the movement 


was confined to Russian Poland, that 
determination might be practicable, but 
should the insurrection in Lithuania, 
Volhynia, and other ancient Polish pro 
vinces go on and prosper, the Emperor 
will be obliged to come to terms with 
his rebellious subjects.-'' 


The Hamburg Correspondent states 


that the Prussian second corps d'arrnes 
is marching towards Western Prussia, 
where considerable stores have been 
established. 
This corps is to line the 


whole Lithuanian frontier. 


The affairs of Turkey are again be- 


ginning to excite considerable attention 
"in European politics. 
Gen. Guillemi- 


not is to be recalled, or has been recal- 
led, from Constantinople, Sc the French 
ministry, it is understood, intends to 
support the Sultan in the plans of re- 
sistance to Russia, which it is well 
known he is meditating. 
In the mean 


time, however, a Janissary insurrection 
rages in Turkey, which, from its lana- 
tical spirit, may become very danger- 
ous, and, if not suppressed, will of 
course materially cripple the power of 
the Sultan. 


If some of the French papers can be 


believed, Austria is favorable to Turk- 
ish opposition to her gigantic neigh- 
bor, and looks on the Polish insurrec- 
tion with favorable eyes. 
It certainly 


is the policy of Austria that Russia 
should not become more powerful than 
she is, but we doubt much that an in- 
surrection which may extend to her 
own part of Poland, can be popular 
with the Austrian Cabinet. 
There is 


evidently much room for adroit diplo- 
matic negotiation at present 


The insurrection in Servia is making 


rapid progress, and becomes a matter 
of' unusual importance in the present 
situation of affairs in Europe. 
REPORTED DEFEAT OF THE 


POLES. 


In a "Second Edition" of the Lon- 


don Standard of the evening of May 6, 
we find the following important, but 
melancholy account of the state of the 
campaign in Poland. 
The Editor of 


the Standard says this account was re- 
ceived through a private 
commercial 


channel, and the authority may be reli- 
ed upon. 


"General Diebitsch. after having de- 


feated the Poles at Biala, marched di- 
rect upon Warsaw, which town is, 
since the 19th of last month, declared 
in a state of siege : the inhabitants are 
willing to surrender in consequence of 
an epidemic which is raging in and a- 
bout the town. 
The Poles lost nearly 


10,000 men ; and at the head-quarters 
the general belief is that the war is at 
an end, as another army is coming from 
Russia into Podolia." 


The following article is from the 


London Public Ledger of May 6 : — 


There are various rumors respect- 


ing the state of affairs in Poland, some 
accounts stating that the Russians will 
tret possession of Warsaw, and others 
declaring that they are on the retreat. 
The cautious, however, are of opinion 
that the Poles, brave in battle, spirited 
and animated beyond example in the 
history of nations, and victorious hiih- 
eno, wiil at length be compelled io 
yield to the superior strength of the 
Russians. 
Large accessions of troops 


have been pouring in for sonic time,

A Cork paper mentions that the 


dreadful evil of a war against property 
had forced its way into that county, and 
that the northern parts of it were suf- 
fering under insurrectionary outrage. 
Several hundreds of the peasantry col- 
lected together near Boonas, in the 
county of Clare, to dig up the lands; 
the military were called in to them, 
and in the affray which ensued, thir- 
teen persons were killed and wounded.
